SENATE COMMITTRE'S IDEAS. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. %.—({Exctusiy< 
Dispatch.) California, within recent 
years, has had more squabbles over 
lieu lands than any Other State, and 
therefore the bill reported favorably 
today, from the Senate Committee on 
Public Lands on the question applies 
with probably more force to California 
than any other State.

NEW SOURCES OF SUPPLY. —Nat 
only has no attempt been as yet made 
to store the surplus water of th: win- 
ter flow in the Los Angeles River, tut 
the same is true also of the san Ga- 
briel, and to a less degree only of the 
Santa Ana.

This is the more 
surprising, 4s Water has become so 
valuable, and our future prosperity is 
so dependent upon further develop- 
ment. It can only be accounted for by 
the fact that the supply of water th- 
im easy and cheap reach has up to e 
present time been sufficient to supply 
all demands. That time is rapidly go- 
ing by, however, and it is only the part 
of wisdom to make careful and com- 
peient investigation of the further re- 
sources before the greater need is - -on 
us.

Tr wo Masked Desperadoes Go Into 
Crowded Beaumont Cafe and Hold 
Up Proprietor and Waiters, Escap- 


ing With Gold— Guests in Panic.

and Main streets, at 12:30 o'clock 
th:. morning, and at the points of their 
revolvers robbed the proprietor and

The daring robbery was committed 
in a room adjoining the large dining 
hall, and also adjoining several pri- 
vate dining-rooms in which were more 
than fifty persons, members of after- 
theater parties who had gone to the 
café for a late dinner.

PURSUIT BY AUTO.

The 
great thing in astronomical observa- 
tions is steadiness of the atmosphere. 
rage” Bae what I have heard of the 
Harvard College party in a year's oc- 
cupation of Mount Wilson, I should 
say the mountain is perfectly satisfac- 
tory in that respect.”’ 
Prof. Barnard has the choice of ac- 
companying the solar eclipse expedi- 
tion to Spain in August of this year or 
coming to Mount Wilson in charge of 
the Bruce telescope, and he had no 
hesitation in making his choice.

WERE TOO CONFIDING. 


Not Long Enough in Country to 
Speak Language, but Bought 
Real y Howland, Wer- 
mer iand daceby Let Them in. on 
“Goed Thing.”

The sensational suit of Henry Wer- 
ner and his two brothérs, Fritz and Os- 
car, against Charlies T. Howland, Frank 
A. Werner and Abraham Jacoby, to re- 
cover $2833.30, with interest, on the 
ground of fraud .is on trial before 
Judge Conrey. i. 

This is the last of a trie of suits, one 
of which arose out of the sale by the 
San Clemente Wool Company off its 
holdings on the island, in which the 
game defendants were sued, but the 
ather two actions were finally settled 


(out of court. About two years ago 


Gustay Werner, a wealthy Bavarian 
paper manufacturer, sold. his interests 
in Germany, and with his sons came 
to the United States. They traveled 

this country and Mexico, and finally 
settied in Los Angeles. As they began 
t® invest their money they did not meet 


auickly inveived in. the litigation of 
which the present suit:is the end. 
When the present plaintiffs arrived 
in the United States, they knew littie of 
the English Binguage, and absolutely 
riothing regarding the manner in whic 
business is done in America. Bu 
Hénry Wert became acquainted with 
the defendant Frank A. Werner, who 
though bearing the same name and 
speaking German, is not related. That 
was in July, 1903, and Werner intro- 
duced his new acquaintance from Ba- 
varia to Jacoby. and some days later 


‘got him to accompany him to How- 


land's office so that Werner might meet 
the attorney. In the business talk thar 
ensued there war a discussion as to the 
advisablilty of the Werners. buying 
shares in the Gold Peak Mining Com- 
pany, of which Frank Werner was 
president and HMowiand secretury, and 
which stock was in the hands of Ju- 
coby, a broker, for sale. While there 
negotiations were pending Henry Wer- 
ner incidentally mentioned the fact that 
he wanted a gmall ranch for a home. 
His new friends courteously said they 
would keep a look out for a suitable 
'properiy for him. 

About the beginning of August How- 
lutd and Jacoby are alleged to have 
told the plaintiffa of a parcel of land in

FINALLY WITHDRAWN FROM LOS 
BOLSAS DISTRICT. 


Judge Decides Orange 
Supervisors’ Order Which 
Placed School There Was Illegal. 
Senta Ana High School to Have 
Mid-year Graudation Next Month. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 25.—After a bit- 
ter legal contest extending over nearly 
five months, Laurel School district, in 
the western pat of the county, has 
succeeded in withdrawing from the 
Los Bolsas Union High School dis- 
trict through a judgment given by 
Judge West today declaring illegal the 
order of the Board of Supévisors 
which placed Lauré! in the high school 
district. 

Los Bolsas Migh School district was 
formed in July, 1903, from a number 
cf the peatiand grammar divisions. 
In September following petitions were 
presented to the Supervisors asking 
them to include Laurel district in the 
same division, representing that a ma- 
jority of the Laurel residents and two 
of the three trustees were favorable 
to the change. Laurel's position in the 
western part of the county, embracing 
the town of Los Alamitos, makes it 
aimost impossible for children from 
there to attend the high school, lo- 
cated several miles distant, and from 
@rst tax payers registered a vig- 
orous protest against their connection 
with the high school. 

Finally D. J. Parker commenced pro- 
ceedings against the individual Su- 
pervisors to have the original order 
of the board reviewed and declared il- 
legal. Among other allegations Par- 
ker claimed that signaturés to the 
petition asking for the  incorpo- 
ration of the district In the high schoo! 
district were obtained by paid solic- 
itors from outside districts, securing 
names at the rate of 25 cents apiece, 
and that fraudulent names were pre- 
sented to the Supervisors as the trus- 
tees of the district. 

Judge West's decision sets aside the 
order of the Board of Supervisors and 
deciares that Laurel district is no part 
of the Los Bolsas Union High School 
district. Objections and demurrer of 
the defendants are overruled.
